Letter to a La 


A rare John Paul Jones letter which, with an 


old sea-chest, traveled from Scotland to Vermont. 


by Kennetu T. ALLAN 


The American naval hero John Paul 
Jones was born in a hamlet near Kirkcud- 
bright in Scotland. During the Revolution- 
ary War, knowing this neighborhood well, 
as he did and the location of the residence 
of the Earl! of Selkirk, he made a raid there 
with the intention of kidnapping the Earl 
and holding him as a hostage to assure a 
fair exchange of prisoners in both Europe 
and America. 

The outcome of this raid and its after- 
math is related in the following letter which 
Jones wrote to the Countess of Selkirk on 
May 8, 1778 


Madam: 

It cannot be too much lamented, that 
in the Profession of Arms, the oflicer of 
fine feeling and real sensibility, should be 
under the necessity of winking at any ac- 
tion, of persons under his command, which 
his heart cannot approve, but the reflection 
is doubly severe, when he finds himself 
obliged, in appearance, to countenance 
such action, by his authority. 

This hard case was mine, when on the 
23rd of April last, I landed on St. Mary’s 
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Isle. Knowing Lord Selkirk’s interest with 
his King, and esteeming, as I do, his private 
character, | wished to make him the happy 
instrument of alleviating the horrors of 
hopeless captivity, when the brave are 
overpowered and made Prisoners of War. 
It is perhaps fortunate for you, Madam, 
that he was from home for it was my in- 
tention to have taken him on board the 
Ranger, and to have detained him until, 
through his means, a general and fair ex- 
change of Prisoners, as well in Europe, as 
in America, had been effected. 

When I was informed by some men whom 
I met upon landing, that his Lordship was 
absent, I walked back to my boat, deter- 
mined to leave the Island, by the way, 
however, some of the officers who were 
with me, could not forbear expressing their 
discontent, observing that in America, no 
delicacy was shown by the English, who 
took away all sorts of movable property, 
setting fire, not only to towns, and the 
houses of the rich, without distinction 
but not even sparing the wretched hamlets 
and milk cows of the poor and helpless at 
the approach of an inclement winter 
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that party had been with me as Volunteers 
the same morning at Whitehaven—some 
compliance therefore was their due 

I had but a moment to think how I might 
gratify them and at the same time do your 
Ladyship the least injury. I charged the 
two oflicers to permit none of the Seamen 
to enter the house or to hurt anything 
about it—to treat you, Madam, with the 
utmost respect, to accept of the plate which 
was offered and to come away without 
making a search or demanding anything 
else. I am induced to believe that I was 
punctually obeyed, since | am informed 
that the plate which they brought away is 
far short of the quantity expressed in the 
inventory which accompanied it 

| have gratified my men and when the 
Plate is sold I shall become the Purchaser 
and will gratify my own feelings by restoring 
it to you by such conveyance as you will 
be pleased to direct. 

Had the Earl been on board the Ranger, 
the following evening he would have seen 
the awful pomp and dreadful carnage of a 
Sea engagement, both affording ample 
subjects for the pencil, as well as melan- 
choly reflection for the contemplative mind. 


Humanity starts back at such scenes of 


horror and cannot but execrate the vile 
Promoters of this dreadful war. “For they, 
‘twas they unsheathed the ruthless blade, 
and Heaven shall ask the Havoc it has 
Made.”’

met and the advantage was disputed with 
great fortitude on each side for an hour and 
five minutes, when the gallent Commander 
of the Drake fell, and Victory declared in 
favor of the Ranger.

EDITOR'S NOTE 


It would be pleasant to be able to claim this as the only existing copy of the Jones 
letter to Lady Selkirk. The original is said to be in U.S. Govt. archives. This copy was 
made from that original by Mr. Allan's great-aunt. Mr. Allan's grandfather was born 
on the Earl of Selkirk’s estate in 1818, where his ‘father had been the Earl's land 
steward for 33 years. There is an Allan family legend that when Grandfather came to 
America he brought the sea chest in which Jones had returned the silver. Mention, 
without text, is made of the letter in The Pictorial Field-Book of the Revolution, by Benson 
Lossing (Harper & Bros., 1860): ““‘When this (the plate) among other booty, was sold 
in the port of Brest, Jones purchased it, and returned it to Lady Selkirk, with a letter 
expressing his regret at the occurrence.’ (P. 640, Vol. II

Phroughout New England, America, and 
the world, a revival of interest in the ro 
mantic tales of King Arthur has long been 
apparent. There are now more pageants, 
plays, recitals, societies, library references, 
clubs, el al, related to the subject than ever 
before. The sale of books like The Arthur 
Legend by Sir John Rhys (Oxford Univer 
sity Press) has been impressive. Students

Yet, only a cursory examination on the 
grounds among the Cymry reveals that in 
most no real belief exists that Arthur was 
ever at these places. The Round Table in

At Glastonbury further evidence of the 
non-existence of romance (for faith and 
romance are sisters never separated) came 
to us in the substitution there of a religious 
agnosticism for the Arthur legend. 

There, over the very “grave” of the great 
king, we were told how Pontius Pilate 
had never really wanted to crucify Jesus 
The latter had been removed from the 
Cross before He died and had appeared the

next day before His disciples in the actual 


flesh. Pontius Pilate became worried at 
this appearance and ruled, further, that 
Jesus must be deported at once lest Pilate’s 
political career be ruined. Joseph of 
Arimathea, at that time, a trader in gold 
and silver with Britain, was sought to take 
Jesus away—which, , according to this 
story, he did by bringing Him in his ship 
to Glastonbury where He lived out the 
rest of His days in normal fashion. The 
teller of this tale believed it was as credible 
as any of those in the Bible 

But to go back to Wales, one of the great 
anomalies of the 20th century, is that the 
Cymry, noted the world over for their 
poetry, love of music, romance, should so 
cling to the hard realities of the mind while 
their brothers everywhere are rising to the 
full on the clouds of faith and romance. 

Yet, the Cymry differ in one way from 
the English. For despite the grave at 
Glastonbury, none could tell us where King 
Arthur was buried. From every interview 
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Our Guide—Rer. J. D. Owen 


in Wales we came out with the same 
answer, namely: “It would have been a 
great mistake to bury Arthur. He cannot 
be buried. He will come again in time of 
need.” 

Anomalous as such an answer may seem, 
this is not a surprising point of view to be 
1953 
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held among those who created Arthur, but 
left the romanticising of him to others. 
History indicates the great king was prob- 
ably a Welsh chieftain, educated and 
trained by the Romans at the time of their 
departure from England to defend the 
land against the invading Saxons. He did 
well but in the end, the Cymry were de- 
feated. Some fled to the mountains of 
Northern Wales. Those who could swim 
got to Ireland. Many ferried across the 
Channel to Brittany and Normandy. 

It was from this last group, apparently, 
the Norman Trouveres or Troubadors, 
gained the tales which were to furbish 
eventually the Age of Chivalry. These tales 
from the Cymry in defeat were not what 
actually had happened—but what, in their 
wildest, most optimistic, dreams, could 
have been so. 

Thus it is, deep down in the soul of every 
Welshman, King Arthur still represents the 
surge of the spirit which will one time make 
Wales great. To a few, the time is now. 

One of these few is J. Dyfnallt Owen, 
M.A., author of a fine Arthurian tale 
Rhamant a Rhyddid in 1952, erstwhile coal 
miner, minister, and presently publishing 
a denominational journal at Aberystwyth. 


This fine Welsh poel was born in the very 
shadow of the Brecon Beacons where the 
Red Dragon slew the White Dragon to 
become forever the symbol of Wales 

Dr. Owen doubts not the veracity of the 
Arthur tradition. He sees the greatness of 
Wales arising, not from political or military 
conflict, but in the things of the spirit 
Never, he told us, was there a greater need 
for the coming of Arthur—if the Cymry 
are to arise from their present slough of 
despond. It is this and his spirit one recog 
nizes in the international, national, and 
local Eisteddfods—competitions among the 
Cymry which encourage the best in poetry, 
music, art, and many cultural activities 

To those participating in such competi 
tions—to men like Sir Ifan ab Owen 
Edwards who are leaders of the Welsh 
youth—the Arthur legend must be far 
more extensive and revealing than many 
volumes would describe. It is possible only 
to isolate such fragments as appear at 
hand. 

For example, Dr. Owen pointed out to us 
from the promenade at Aberystwyth the 
great causeway as it used to exist between 


Ireland and Wales. He told us of old people 


he had known as a boy who had actually

seen tops of the trees showing there at low 
tide. Ile reminded us of one of the greatest 
tragedies of all time enacted across the

Mountains, from which we actually could 
view most of the Arthur country. Far to 
the South and West was Pembrokeshire 
and a point of land (probably at St. 
David's) where Arthur had landed. We 
could see where the king had crossed the 
Prescelly Mts. of the Cambrian Range and, 
the north, into the Towy Valley. 

Now he was actually with us there in this 
pass. To our right, in a depression some 
hundred yards long, was where he had 
lain down to rest—his bed. Nearby were 
cairns about 12 feet high—the stones 
Arthur’s knights had cast from his shoe. 

It was perfectly true that by now King 
Arthur had become a giant of no mean 
proportions. And the wild boar he was 
pursuing was even larger than himself. 
Down the valley to the East of us—towards 
Cardiff—we could see a place still called 
Twreh Trwyth, a literal translation for one 
of the “little boars” killed at that spot. 
Beyond it was the Banion, a mound in the 
shape of the back of a boar about 200 
yards long. Here it was that the she-boar, 
the Banu, had been caught up with and 
killed. Near this spot was the stream 
Rhiwan still flowing with the blood from 
the she-boar’s body. 

And all down the Lilowdr Valley were 
streams and hills and other places named 
in Welsh after fallen knights of Arthur and 
after the pestilential little boars destroyed 
en route. 

As evening fell we were well onto Cardiff. 
Looking back between the Brecon peaks 
we could see the hollow known since the 
days of Giraldus as “Arthur's Chair.” 
Ahead of us was Ferryside where the boar 
took off for Cornwall, England—with 
Arthur at some later date, after him and 
the treacherous Launcelot. 

We then could also pause and reassess 
there our own Arthurian views. Whatever 
Arthur lore might exist in Cornwall and 
elsewhere, would, we concluded, remain 
untrue only in our own denial or accept- 
ance for it. Or just as Dr. Owen's honest 
belief in Arthur's pursuit of the Wild Boar 
and the Little Boars across his homeland 
had come to be real and live for us in his 
telling of it, other equally sincere tales of 
Arthur at Tintagel or Caerleon, at Glaston- 
bury or Winchester also could be true. 


To the unbelieving it will seem prepos- 
terous, for example, that in our reveries of 
October 18, 1952 we actually believed the 
knights of Arthur might well still be roam- 


ing the streets of Cardiff. Just to check

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Some monuments, known as inscribed stones, 
are found in South Wales in bilingual Latin 
and Cellic known as the Ogham’s system of 
writing. These date back to Arthur's tune. The 
most important one was found at Castle Dwyran 
in West Carmarthenshire, thal of Voleporiz of 
Demetia, 6th century king of South Wales.

standing, half sitting, and once at the top 
you have a choice of four wide-open slope 
areas, each one between 3,500-5,000 feet in 
length. These are good intermediate slopes, 
but you can open up and get a fast ride 
down, if you wish. 

If you are trying out those Christmas 
skis for the first time, you will like the huge 
open slope and practice area at The Toll 
House. Get used to the rope tow, and 
then sign up for a class at Sepp Ruschp’s 
Ski School. After a class, if you feel like 
trying a trail on the mountain, a bus will 
take you to the base of the Lift. Once up, 
you can ski down the Toll Road for 4% 
miles of wonderful, easy running. And, lo 
and behold, you find yourself right back at 
the Toll House again. 

No matter what your abilities, you will 
have wonderful skiing at Stowe. Perhaps 
the best known area in the East, it seems to 
live up to its motto: “There's always snow 
in Stowe, you know.” 


At Franconia’s Cannon Mountain, all 
the trails have been polished and improved. 
Of particular interest is the purchase of a 
Tucker Sno-Cat and a tractor to prevent 
snow on trails from wearing out. In case 
that is not sufficient, Director Roger Pea- 
body is about to test a snow machine, 
which, if successful, will blow the snow out 
of the woods on to the trails.

“The Language 
of the Soul’ 


by Dorotuy QuINAN 


George “Pop” Lovell 

Chipper’s the word for “Pop” Lovell. 
There is about him an air of old-world 
courtliness, a kind of gentleness of speech 
and manner reminiscent of the Edwardian 
era. Meticulous in dress, he’s a man in his 
70's, with skin like an 18-year-old chorine, 
a crop of kinky greying hair, and an ex- 
pression on his face that can only be com- 
pared to that of a benign angel planning a 
little mischief on the side. Since the be- 
loved math teacher's retirement from 
Keene (N.H.) High School last year, he has 
found a new job. 

“I'm stock-boy,”’ he says with a twinkle 
in his blue eyes, “at our local department 
store.” 

As principal disciplinarian at Keene High 
School, the miscreants who had to remain 
after school fell automatically to “Pop's” 
care, but they loved it. 

The regulars soon dubbed the meeting- 
place the “1:30 Club” and the word 
“club” was not used loosely, since on rare 
occasions Pop might, when pressed, reward 
those present with one of his inimitable 
Chauncey Olcott take-offs, complete with 
cane and jaunty straw sailor, or he might 
be the unknown Joha Steele, stopping the 
show on opening night of the Ziegfield 
Follies 

No psychiatrist, out of his own sorrows 
and heartaches Pop had evolved a working 
philosophy, which he passed on to the 
troubled youngsters who laid their cares in 
his lap. In return, they lovingly nick- 
named him “Pop”. 

All through the years that George Lovell 
taught dry logarithms, his heart was in- 
volved in a violent love affair with music 
and poetry. He loved to sing, and before 
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long he became a member of the double 
quartet of the famed “Old Homestead”’ re- 
vival at the Potash Bowl. 

Then one day, nearly three years ago, he 
learned that dePaur’s Infantry Chorus 
would be filling a concert date in Keene. 
Pop never missed a musical event of any 
kind and he was not going to miss this one. 
He'd heard about this exciting chorus that 
had been born in off-duty hours in a 
sprawling New Jersey training camp by a 
group of 372nd Infantry Regiment Soldiers 
in World War II. 

The night of the concert, he knew he was 
seeing and hearing a matchless esprit de 
corps that must have been born of thou- 
sands of performances together of the 
group. He was genuinely moved by its 
electric precision of attack, its sure control 
of dynamics, and its instinctive blending 
of voices. 

When the enthusiastic audience finally 
stopped clapping and began reluctantly to 
file out, Pop still sat there, caught up in the 
spell of Latin American folk songs, calypso 
songs, ballads of Mexican street singers, 
songs of faith and religion sung as only the 
Negro can sing them. Suddenly he found 
himself in the line that was forming to go 
back-stage. He knew he wanted to tell the 
brilliant young conductor, Captain Leonard 
dePaur, exactly how moved he was, how 
much the music had stirred him. Instead 
with the line pressing behind him, abashed, 
he mumbled something about not being an 
autograph hound, just an old-timer who 
loved good music, shook the hand of de- 
Paur, received the Captain’s gracious 
thanks, then went along, aware that he had 
not begun to thank the group for what they 
had given him, hadn't even scratched the 
surface of all that was in his heart. 

Walking home in the snow, he thought 
about what music had meant to him all his 
life and what this thrilling musical experi- 
ence had meant to him in particular. It 
was nearing Christmas, and as soon as Pop 
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got home, he sat down and wrote on the 
back of a Christmas card something of 
what he felt. He mailed it to Captain 
dePaur, and although he signed his name, 
he refrained from putting down his ad- 
dress, because he did not want the con- 
ductor to feel that he might become in- 
volved in a tiresome correspondence. 

Three years later, dePaur's Infantry 
Chorus was again booked to sing in Keene. 

Pop’s phone rang several times that day, 
and each time it was someone either making 
sure he was going to attend that evening, 
or offering him a suggestion as to where 
he might be able to get a ticket if he didn’t 
already have one. 

It wasn’t until later he learned that 
Captain dePaur had been making inquiries 
about the state of his health, and whether 
he could “take it” or not. The general 
consensus was that Pop might look frail, 
but he could take anything in his stride. 

The auditorium seats more than 1,000, 
and that night every seat was taken, with 
standees in the rear. Pop, completely 
unaware of what a small handful in the 
audience knew, took a seat in the orchestra 
with friends. The dePaur Infantry Chorus 
does not give encores, but gives “extras” 
at the end of the program. Aflter several 


of these extras demanded by the enthusi- 
astic audience, Leonard dePaur, the con- 
ductor, stepped down to the apron. The 
clapping ceased as he held up his hand. 


There was an electric silence. Then he 
spoke. 

“At the risk of talking too much,” he 
said, “I want to tell you a little story. I'll 
try to be brief. It’s about a young fellow 
who calls himself an old-timer. His name 
is George Lovell. After our last concert 
here, Mr. Lovell sent us, on the back of a 
Christmas card, one of the most wonderful 
tributes we have ever received since we 
began our concert work. He has aptly 
named it ‘Credo’—‘‘I believe’’—and in it 
has gone everything of what he feels about 
music.” 

Pop sat there, listening with humble 
pride, to the words of the conductor, his 
eyes smarting with unshed tears. 

“I showed that poem to a composer 
friend of mine, Daikeong Lee,”’ Captain 
dePaur went on, “‘and he said, ‘I think I 
could put that to music.’ dePaur’s eyes 
swept the audience. “We'd like to sing it 
for you now,” he said, simply. 

Thirty-six Negro ex-cooks, drivers, chap- 
lain’s assistants, attorneys, medical aides, 
office clerks, riflemen and cannoneers, and 


an Hawaiian composer had combined to 
make something inspired out of the simple 
poem of George Lovell, Yankee ex-school 
teacher. When the last phrase had died 
away, there was an imperceptible silence. 
Then thunderous applause swept the hall 
When it had ceased at last, dePaur stepped 
to the front of the stage 

“IT don’t know whether George Lovell is 
here or not, but if he is, | wonder if he 
would stand up so that we may see him?” 

Pop stood up and he was unashamedly 
crying. Again a stupendous wave of ap 
plause swept the hall, and this time it was 
saying, “It couldn't have happened to a 
nicer guy.” 

Afterwards, asked what he felt and 
thought as he stood there, Pop said, with 
characteristic simplicity,’ | was wishing 
my wife could have been alive to share this 
great moment with me.’ 

Here is the song which has now become 
a permanent part of dePaur’s Infantry 
Chorus repertoire: 


This I believe 

That Thou dids't send the Word of Truth 

That Thou dids’t inspire the Saints and Poets 

To preserve for us the Word 

That Thou dids’t inspire Mighty music 

To clothe the Word with grealer power 

Music of the Thunder of Sinai 

Music of “The still small Voice.” 

That Thou dids’t make words the Language of 
the Mind, 

And music the Language of the Soul.*

Nancy Wickham Boyd 


Some years ago, a ten-year-old girl 
named Nancy decided that someday when 
she was grown up she would own a home 
in Vermont. Today one of the busiest and 
happiest people in Woodstock, Vt. is a 
young woman who is combining a career 
as one of the foremost American ceramists 
with that of wife, mother and craft shop 
proprietress. Her name is Nancy Wickham 
Boyd (Mrs. Walter Boyd). She is that 
ten-year-old grown up. 

There's a strong vein of love for Vermont 
in the Wickham family, for 35 years ago 
Nancy's aunt and uncle opened The White 
Cupboard Inn in Woodstock. Proof of 
Nancy's regard for Woodstock came when 
she and her sister bought a 180-acre farm 
(timber and hay) there eight years ago. 
She says they were welcomed “tremen- 
dously."” Perhaps they won Yankee respect 
and affection quickly because they were 
two girls who in Nancy’s words “buzzed 
around, did man-sized jobs and got things 
DONE.” 

Nancy Wickham has a habit of getting 
things done and today her main highway 
Vermont Workshop, opened in July 1949, 
is one of the most attractive buildings in 
town. Originally it housed a blacksmith 
shop. Now there are still bustle and fire

but instead of a forge there is a kiln. Be- 
sides Nancy Wickham ceramics, beautiful 
work by other craftsmen is displayed and 
sold, especially hand-woven material. 

Preparation to fulfill her Vermont ambi- 
tion took about eight busy years, which 
included learning her craft and mastering 
it, (several prizes from the National Ceramic 
Exhibitions, an American Craftsmens’ 
Council Show for artists under 30, work 
purchased by the Museum of Modern Art, 
the Newark Museum and the Cleveland 
Museum). 

Her career, says Nancy, actually began 
through a magazine article about a Penn- 
sylvania housewife who maintained she 
could teach pottery making in one week! 
This intrigued Nancy—but she soon found 
the housewife had made a whopping under- 
statement. As she recalls taking her course 
Nancy says, “I cringed with fear every 
time I fired the kiln; I knew nothing about 
what I was doing and she knew very little 
more.” Later she enrolled for a concen- 
trated summer course at Alfred University, 
noted for its work in ceramics. 

The six weeks assured her how little she 
knew so she stayed on for a year. Of those 
days Nancy says, “I threw hundreds of pots 
and almost used to cry at the lifeless qual- 
ity of them all." Everyone who has seen 
Wickham pottery with its vibrant life and 
complete control of medium will doubt 
that her work could ever have been life- 
less. 

Finally she went into business for herself 
in New York City, while continuing her 
quest for outstanding natural effects and 
integration with her medium. Eventually

she won the coveted prize in the National 
Ceramic Show (Syracuse). 

Her skill constantly improved but her 
income didn’t keep pace. So she took a 
careful look at the market and realized 
that the building boom was creating a wait- 
ing market for room furnishings. That to 
her meant lamps—they have become her 
specialty. She explored the design prob- 
lems, measuring furniture and making 
lamps to reflect light properly. She kept 
her shapes simple to blend with modern 
furniture. Since furniture and lamps were 
simple, she could put highly decorative de- 
signs on her surfaces. 

The first years studio and living quarters 
were one and the same. While this arrange- 
ment was uncomfortable at times Nancy 
Wickham feels that literally living with 
her work did help her develop a natural, 
livable quality in it. Today she is happy to 
have shop and 14-room home sananthdll te 
a wide lawn. 

The roomy, hospitable house gives plenty 
of room for husband Walt Boyd, an M.L.T. 


graduate who drives to his work as a de 
signer in a machine tool plant 28 miles from 
Woodstock, and for young John Anderson 
Boyd, a young Vermonter born in May, 
1952 Mr. Boyd calls John “his oldest 
son” and the Boyds hope to raise a troop of 
his brothers and sisters. 

As many as 5,000 visitors stop at the 
Vermont Workshop in a summer. They 
wander about the shop, looking and buying, 
but can’t be encouraged to visit the actual 
studio for the urge to touch is universal 
and breakage results 

Unlike many city-bred craftsmen who 
upon moving to the country are discour 
aged by friends, Nancy says everyone she 
knew advised her to doit. She recalls that 
her customers especially respected it since, 
as she says, “most people would like to 
make the plunge.” 

If they could all see this happy young 
fammily settled so happily and so produc 
tively in an old Vermont village, more peo 
ple would feel brave enough to go ahead and 
make the plunge”

Home Grown Knitting Yarn 


We have it in natural brown—from black 
sheep—and natural white. Spun from the 
wool of our own flock. Quarter pound skein
